KACD requests the Public Service Commission to require utility companies to explore 
alternatives to the construction of new transmission lines, asking PSC to require utility 
companies provide a certificate of need justifj4ng why they cannot use existing transmission 
lines and easements to avoid loss of land in current agriculture production. The preservation of 
the heritage of the land and its historical past is adversely affected by NEW transmission line 
construction.
